Philby tends to insinuate ra- 
ther than to describe in detail, 
“The wartime bounty of Bri- 
tain and America and the sub- 
sequent flood of oil shattered 
all restraints on human ra- 
pacity; and the rest of the 
story has been a sorry, sor- 
‘did affair, culminating in the 
two great scandals of mod- 
ern times, the Onassis and Go- 
venco episodes, which cannot 
be properly discussed in these 
pages, as they are, so to speak, 
sub judice.” 


They are, of course, not sud 
judice at all, but Philby sim- 
ply does not want to create 
complications again so soon 
after having made his peace 
with King Sa'ud’s successors. 
Even so, Philby’s observation 
on the spread of the all-per- 
vading corruption in Saudia 
are of interest. He does not 
put all the blame on the heirs 
of Sa‘ud, and notes quite right« 
ly that “during the last weary 
eight years of his long reign 
Ibn Sa'ud presided over the 


progressive decline of his 
country”. “His last batch of 
children was born in 1947; 


after which his inability to 
produce any more probably 
preyed on his mind, warning 
him in unmistakable terms 
that only in Paradise cou!d 


he hope to resume his more> 


amorous inclinations. That 
soured his temper and he be- 
came more morose than of 


| old.” 


The later more rapid deteri-. 


oration in the state of affairs 
is explained by Philby as the 
failure of the King’s advisers; 
with three exceptions (Abdulla 
Sulaiman, Yusuf Yasin and, 
astonishingly enough, Jamal 
Husaini) they only wanted to 
flatter the King and never 
came on record with any opin- 
ions that differed from his 
own, Both Glubb and Philby 
share an admiration of their 
late kings and an animosity 
against the younger genera- 
tion in the Arab world. The 
leading members of the gene- 
ration of Ibn Sa'ud and Ab- 
dulla were frequently cruel, 
revengeful and unpredictable, 
ut they were not, as a rule, 
erfidious, and the word loy- 
alty still had some meaning 


in the good oid days.
